Committee members were 
chosen by local civic organi¬ 
zations following the hectic 
Board of Education meeting 
Feb. 7 in the school cafeteria. 

THE FINAL members of 
the group were chosen Tues¬ 
day by the Coordinating 
Council. Members are: 

Lawrence McGinnis, Cath¬ 
olic Church; Ray Bowman, 
Teachers Faculty Associa¬ 
tion; Robert D. Dodge, 
Chamber of Commerce; J. P.

The controversy, which at 
times reached the point of 
lawlessness, started follow¬ 
ing the Jan. 28 meeting of 
the School Board. 

A letter protesting the ex¬ 
cessive religious content of 
the school Christmas play, 
the Nativity scene, was read. 
Following discussion of the 
letter, the Board adopted the 
following resolution: 

“Sierra Madre school pol¬ 
icy recognizes that the field 
of instruction in religion be¬ 
longs to the home and to the 
church and is not a function 
of the school. We disapprove 
of any emphasis on any type 
of sectarian religion in the 
school program or in the 
school curriculum.”

Garden Notes . . . 

No Need to Abandon 
Gardening in Winter 

Too many gardeners have the idea that they must 
"close up shop” during the winter and retire from garden¬ 
ing during the chilly months. But that need not be so, says 
the California Association of Nurserymen, for there are 
several handsome shrubs to be planted, tended and en¬ 
joyed during the winter _ 

months. 

For instance, the Straw¬ 
berry M a d r o n e (Arbutus 
unedo) grows to a large size 
with dark green leaves and 
attractive red strawberry- 
like fruits in the winter. 

The Golden Azara (Azara 
gilliesi) is a beautiful shrub 
with holly-like foliage— 
quite appropriate for the 
wintertime. Golden flowers 
hang in clusters from its 
branches. 


CITRUS TREES are attrac¬ 
tive the year around and 
the Meyer Dwarf Lemon is 
as useful for ornamentation 
as it is for bearing fruit. The 
foliage is an attractive crisp 
green and the lemons a 
bright yellow. The lemons on 
the Eureka variety are borne 
throughout the year, giving 
the plant color continuously. 
There are several other dwarf 
citrus fruit varieties that 
make handsome plantings 
and provide tasty fruits, 
among them the Rangpur 
Lime and several orange va¬ 
rieties. 

The deliciously fragrant 
orange-colored flowers of the 
Orange Osmanthus (Osman- 
thus aurantiacus) would 
surely b<e a welcome color in 
any garden. This plant 
grows as a large shrub or 
small tree with masses of 
flowers in the fall and win¬ 
ter.
